During the summer of 2007, Holmes launched its very own internet portal, "My Doghouse," and a 
newly designed Holmes website that proves to be more user-friendly. A portal is simply a website that 
is home to the campus' information in one central and convenient place where students can easily 
access it without using any resources other than a home or public computer. "My Doghouse" portal 
provides students, faculty and administrative staff with world-class internet services. Within a student 
or faculty member's "My Doghouse" account, one can access any of the following: registration, class 
schedule information, financial aid information, scholarship information, grade information, campus 
and world news, student email, and much much more! 


"My Doghouse" is a single point of access to all of Holmes' 
online services, including administrative services that have 
been provided on campus in the past. Prior to the "My 
Doghouse" portal and current website, students had to 
acquire most of their information either by mail, over the 
phone, or by actually going to a particular office to obtain 
information such as class grades, financial aid information 
and classification status. Needless to say, "My Doghouse" 
and the new Holmes website are quite suitable for a college 
student's lifestyle; everything is conveniently located in 
one place with easy, secure access and privacy. This new 
web portal serves as the primary communication tool 
between the College and its students, faculty to student, 
student to faculty, College to staff, etc. 

"My Doghouse" is a more centralized place where all 
Holmes affiliates can go - students, staff, alumni and 
friends alike. Upon graduation "My Doghouse” still serves 
as a connection to current students, Holmes alumni and 
friends of the college. "My Doghouse" can be accessed 
from any computer with an internet connection and a 
web browser.

A proposal for Conservation 
Law Enforcement Technology at 
Grenada received local and state 
approval in Spring 2007 for Fall 
2007 implementation. The technical 
program, which was developed 
locally, combines forestry courses 
and criminal justice courses with 
required academic courses to 
prepare graduates for entry-level 
positions as Mississippi game 
wardens. 

The paralegal program in 
Ridgeland has continued 
to grow; the program has been well 
populated, attracting students through its 

traditional day classes, its night classes, and its offerings 
through distance learning. At Ridgeland, Engineering Technology 

experienced sizeable growth in its freshmen class in the fall. 

Although the primary emphasis of Career/Technical programs is work 
readiness for high-demand, high-wage occupations following graduation, 
some of the programs have articulation agreements that provide for transfer 
into a four-year program at a senior college. Students have enjoyed exciting

Retired Holmes Community Col- 
lege dean of admissions and records, 
Gene Richardson, told the 2007 grad- 
uates in order to reach their goals they 
need a foundation, purpose, direction 
and success.
